To make the story short -thig tittle 
army of liood citizena made a road over 
which automobiles may run to the

"No person who has parsed his 
alxiy-flfth birthday or who haa not 
actually resided within the delivery of 
such office for two years preceding 
such vacancy, shall ba given the ex- 
amination herein provided fur. 

"If. under this order. It ia desired to 
make nomination for any office of a 
.person In the competitive claaailled 
service, such person must flrat be 
found by the Civil Service Commlaalon 
to meet thef minimum requirements for 
the 'Office."

.\nd, In th« third place, our moun- 
tains are Inhiibited by the most on- 
mixed American population to be found 
anywhere in our land. The majorltv 
of the mountain folkn are il..si ..nd.iniH I 
••f ftcvolutionory soldiers, in many 
counties there is not a aln«ie negro or 
a single foreigner. Coming as they do 
from Knglish and S<-otcli slock, they 
ar« "red hot" Protestants. The Great 
W.ir certainly showed their (latrlotlsm. 

iliey have one other notsble char- 
acliTistic- they* are prollllc. The 
American families in eastern cities 
have few children and are dying out, 
but n mountain household always num- 
bers s good "baker's dosen." 

.Now we mountain teachers are h, n 
beiausc we have profound faith In the 
future of the mountain people. r,.ji 
wc .-ecognlse their special handicaps 
and difficulties. The first of these ia 
not what is called poverty, liut lack 
of money and innteriai resources The 
firxt settlers had plenty of good valley 
land for their own use, and In addition 
good hunting. But aa the mountains 
tilled up, the good land has hinn ex- 
hausted and people have been forced 
to plow imposslble hlllaldea The moun- 
tains had no navigable ctreams or in- 
land lakes to serve aa a meana of 
commnnicaUon. Of eourae they ooirid 
have no BMe Canal, and antO reoontly 
no railroads. Their Inmber was remote 
from market Their mineral wealth 
has but recently l>een opened up, so 
that while In New Torfc SUU there Is 
ihri<i thousand dollars of taxable 
property for every child of school ape, 
there is in our southern mountaina 
lees than throe hundred dollsrs worth 
of Uxsble property. It Is necessary, 
therefore, for the government and the 
statee^md the great religious bodies 
to send educational aid Into the moun- 
tain r^cion. There are some 200 schools 
in the mountains sustained by religious 
bodies and other outside aid, and there 
ought to be 2,900. 

Their aeoond handicap is the lack of 
prlmanr eduoatlon. A surprisinp pro- 
pertian of the pieked young men who 
«wnl<ifr«m the mounUins to eervs 
their country in France vv«re unable 
to read and «Vrits. And there la a still 
larser proportion among the older 
people who lack this fundamental ad- 
vantage. If a large proportion of the 
people are without libraries, newspa- 
pers, and other meana of getting at the 
thought and progress of the timea, they 
are at a great disadvantage. 

And a third 'Jwndleap U a oartsin 
denoienoy In the entoroement of law. 
The lawlessnens of the mountains has 
been exaggerated, but it Is true that in 
those super-rural regions the govern- 
ment does not always afford protec- 
tion, and we have more than our share 
of fends and "killings."
